How the Farmer is Fleeced 


An interesting commeatary on 
|the present prices of grain is 
afforded by the last return issued 
by the Census and Statistics 
| bureau at Ottawa. This publica- 
|tion gives the prices of grain, 
| flour ete., at Liverpool, England. 
The best grade of Canadian flour 


secured 6700 bushels of fine ‘qhent, 
an average of 43 bushels of wheat 
per acre, 

The yields recorded south of town 
near the Bow River, have shown 
bigger averages than anywhere else 
in the district this year. Me 
Nelson’s son secured, as noted re- 
cently, an average of 5g bushels of 
barley over a large acreage, and Mr 
O.C. Christensen had the record crop 
of 52 bushels per acre wheat on 70 
acres, 

Mr H. B. Petter, of the Alberta 
Pedigree Seed Farm, writing Thurs- 
day, informed us that he has just 
threshed out his Marquis Wheat, 
and that it averaged 54 bushels per 
acre. Hs had something over 10 
acres of this wheat in crop, though 
we have not been furnished the 
exact acreage. 

BARLEY PRICES 

With regard to the note ir our 
issue of the gthinst. re the price 
paid by the Calgary Brewery tor Mr 
Lindlief's barley. Mr A. Tronsen 
phoned us up and and informed us 
that he had taken a sample of his 
barley to a local elevator, and had 
been offered 2g cents per bushel tor 
it. He afterwards took a sample 
to Calgary, where one of the brew- 
ery men looked it over, and told 
him it was just the kind of barley 
he wanted. Mr Tronsen made a 
deal with the brewery at a price of 

43 cents per bushel f.o.b. Strath. 
more. Mr Tronsen had a crop ot 
1800 bushels of barley, 

With regard to Mr Lindlief’s 

barley, it is but fair to the local 
elevator men to state that two of 
them informed us that they had not 
been asked to quote a price on this

present $3.25 per 100 Ibs, so that 
‘the English consumer living 
| 5000 miles away from where the

j here, where it 1s manufactured. 

| It takes the tarmer the price of 
jabout 5% bushels of No. 1 wheat 
jat 61c, which is the local price, 
to buy 100 lbs of No. 1 flour at 
| $3.25. All the wheat required 
ito produce 100 Ibs of flour 1s 24% 
bushels. The grinding of this 
has been computed to cost 62}4c. | 
To offset this the miller gets 45 

Ibs of bran and shorts, which 
sells at about 114 cents per Ib., 

so that the net cost of grinding is 
6% cents. It theretore costs} 


$1.56 to produce 100 lbs of flour, | 


and it sells to the unfortunate 
farmer at $3 25. 

The retailer is not responsible 
for the high cost of flour, 
he has 1s 20 cents per 100 Ibs., 
which does not leave much 
after the cost of handling, stor- 
ing, and other 
taken off. The men who are 
prospering under the present 
system are the millers. 

A remedy has got to be found} 
for this state of affairs, 

It is not to the interest of the! 
|country that a few men should) 
| become ‘nillionaires, while the | 
great bulk of the population are 
not getting a lair return on their 
\labors. The West cannot pros-| 
;per unless the farmer prospers, 
}and therefore the interests of the | 
| townsmen and the farmers are 
| identical. 


1913 Crop is Secured 


|

| After an exceptionally fine season 

as regards weather, the grain crop 

of 1913 is now nearly ail in market- 

able form, only about 5 per cent of 

the crop remaining to be threshed. 

| The weather has been excellent, and 
threshing should be completely 

| finished in a few days time. 

Marketing is proceeding steadily, 
though all the tarmers who can 
do so are holding their grain, as 
the prices are very low. Up to 
date the local elevators have taken! 
in about 105,000 bushels of grain, | 
and 20 cars have been shipped trom 
the loading plattorm. The number 
of cars which have left Strathmore 
up till date is over 50. 

All grains are ot good quality, 
the wheat grading mostly No. 1 
and No, 2 northern, and a consider- 
able amount of barley has been 
| shipped for brewing purposes. 

Cheadle and Namaka have shipp- 
ed very large quantities of grain, 
and a considerable amount has been 
| shipped along the Irricanna to 
| Standard line, the points on which 
nearest to Strathmore are Tudor, 
Nightingale, and Swastika, 

SOME GOOD YIELDS 

| Mr E. E. Green, of the Strath- 
more, Farm Co., 4 miles east of 
| Strathmore informed us that from 
|900 acres he is getting 30,000 
| bushels of No, 1 and No. 2 wheat, 
ian average of over 33 bushels per 
;acre, which is phenomenal over 
lsnch a large acreage.

It is galling, however, to the

jcompelled to pay a long price for 
| everything he buys.

It was quite a valuable animal, 
and about six months old. 
There are quite a number of 
buildings in close proximity, but 
fortunately the wind was from 
the south-west, and the sparks 
were blown clear. Three lines of 
hose were playing on the fire, 
two from the local brigade's 
chemicals, anda chemical engine

rung and the brigade turned out! which was brought down by mo- 


to alarm trom the back of 
Mr A. W.. Miller's — store. 
When they arrived it was found 
that the building, formerly a 
dwelling-house, which Mr Miller 
uses as a home for his prize- 
winning strain of poultry, was on 
fire at one end, After making a 
hole in the roof, and using the 
contents of the two chemical 
engines, the fire was extinguish- 
ed, and all the birds got out 
without injury. As it was situ- 
ated vightat the back of Second 
Street, with buildings situated 
within filteen feet, the fire might 
have done a big lot of damage if 
it had not been noticed in time. 
How the fire started is not 
known, as there was no stove or 
light of any kind in the building, 
and no one was around at the 
time. The opinion has been 
expressed that it was a case of 
‘thencendiarism.” One of the 
ropes of the fire bell got tangled 
up, and the bell was rung some- 
what slowly, and some of the 
citizens who heard it thought

tortruck, ‘Though the fire was 
not dangerous when it arrived, 
yet the C.P.R, men are entitled 
to the thanks of the townspeople 
for turning out, and the third 
engine Would undoubtedly be of 
much assistance in event of any 
future fires. 

The fire was caused by two 
children playing around with 
matches, which set fire to the 
straw,

Opera House Closed 
Down 


CONDEMNED AS UNSAFE 


Strathmore Masonic Lodge, who 
recently purchased the Opera House 
on Second Street, have decided to 
close it down until alterations have 
been made on account of its being 
in an unsafe condition for dances 
and other entertainments. The 
supports of the building have been 
subsiding for some time past, and 
there is a perceptible bulge in the 
floor of the main hall, In addition 
the stairway atthe rear of the hall 
was torn down with the fall of the 
back end of the adjacent firewall 
some time ago, and this left the 
hall with only one entrance or exit, 
which is not in conformity with the 
provincial laws governing exits in 
places of public entertainment. 

Since the Masons obtaiaed the 
title for the building last month, 
they have been working on a scheme 
of improvements, and recently Mr 
Lawson, of Lawson and Fordyce, 
architects, Calgary, went over the 
building, and has drawn out plans 
for its remodelling. The plans pro- 
vide for a concrete foundation 
underneath the building, and also 
for two supporting rows of posts 
and beams 5 feet from each side on 
the ground floor, The lodge room 
according to this plan, will be 
situated on the ground floor, 
and the upper storey left substanti- 
ally asit isat present. These plans 
have not yet been finally adopted 
but they will probably be with some 
slight alterations, and work will be 
commenced very shortly, as the 
owners are conscious that the want 
of the hall is a serious handicap to 
the townspeople, especially in the 
winter season, There are other two 
halls in town, but none of them are 
large enough for the requirements 
of the town.

Premier’ Sifton of Alberta who has 
been m the east lately, is reported as 
having told a Toronto newspaper man 
that mixed farming is the great need 
ofthe Canadian West.

“The Western Provinees-will be even 
more prosperous when the farmers go 
fm for mixed farming. Our demon- 
stration trains ere fast bringing this 
view home to the minde.of the far- 
mers with conviction. 

“There is an economio-reason for 
impressing this truth om the minds 
of the farmers. It is this. All grain 
farming is speculative. It weather 
conditions, and all else, remained 
calculable from year to year, grain 
farming would have no evils, But one 
year the crops are all A No.1; then 
comes @ poor year; next, an average 
good year; again a big year; then a 
failure. Under such conditions a man 
may be rich one year and @ pauper 
another. But if the farmem went in 
or mixed farming, other crops be- 
tides grain and cattle and horses, 
there would be 4 balamce of fortunes, 
and Western farmers would always 
be in a well-todo position, with 
hothing to worry about.” 

Premfer Sifton admitted that some 
of the discontent in the West was 
caused by bad farming. “But,” he 
baid, “on the whole the farmefs are 
satisfied with the land and with the 
climate. Those who grouch most are 
the speculative farmers who want to 
get rich quick and fail to do sof’
